OBSERVATIONS  ON  EARTHQUAKES. 

A  writer  in  the  last  number  of  The  Port  Folio,  has 
laid  before  the  public  an  interesting  Account  of  the  physi- 
cal phenomena,  called  earthquakes.  He  is  justly  entitled 
to  our  approbation  for  the  elegant  manner  in  which  his  es- 
say is  decorated,  not  only  by  the  fine  sallies  of  imagination 
which  pervade  it,  but  also  by  the  many  philosophical  re- 
marks adduced.  Many  opinions  are  enumerated,  and  none 
seems  to  accord  with  the  writer's  judgment  so  well  as  that 
which  attributes  the  phenomena  to  electricity.  Concern- 
ing the  various  theories  noticed,  I  shall  say  nothing;  but, 
in  as  brief  a  manner  as  possible,  will  attempt  to  explain 
the  subject  on  the  most  rational  and  philosophical  prin- 
ciples. 

Chemical  science,  that  most  noble  and  instructive  de- 
partment of  learning,  is  the  grand  source  to  which  we  are 
compelled  to  look  for  correct  information  on  many  of  the 
most  astonishing  phenomena  in  nature.  It  is  the  grand 
torch  by  whose  Tight  we  are  safely  conducted  into  the  mys- 
teries of  creation.  To  this  science,  then,  must  we  look 
for  the  cause  of  earthquakes  and  volcanic  fires.  For  as 
the  former  are  but  the  latter  in  miniature,  so  both  must  be 
explained  in  the  same  way. 

In  many  parts  of  the  globe  are  found  large  masses  of 
those  substances  known  by  the  name  of  the  martial  pyrites, 
These  are  composed  of  sulphur  and  iron,  and  are  calied  in 
chemical  language  sulphurets  of  iron.  These  pyrites  are 
collected  by  manufacturers  in  different  countries,  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  sulphur,  and  sometimes  for  procur- 
ing that  useful  article  called  copperas,  ot  the  sulphate  of 
iron.  We  read  of  large  collections  of  pyrites,  having  un- 
dergone the  process  of  combustion  to  such  a  degree  as  to 
have  consumed  the  loose  buildings  in  which  they  were 
placed,  merely  by  being  occasionally  wetted  with  rain.  By 
this  combustion,  the  pyrites  are  ch»ngedurto  sulphate  of 
iron.  -  This  is  effected  by  the  oxygen  of  n|  atmosphere 
combining  with  the  sulphur,  and  forming  sulphuric  acid, 
or  oil  of  vitriol;  which  uniting  to  the  iron,  forms  the  sul- 
phate of  iron.  ^± 

Again,  if  we  mix  equal  parts  of  sulpKr  and  iron  filings, 
and  make  them  into  a  paste,  by  the  addition  «f  water?  and 
then  bury  the  mixture  in  the  ground,  two  or  three  feet  be- 
low the  surface,  a  loud  explosion  will  ensue  in  a  few  hours? 
the  earth  will  be  scattered  to  a  considerable  distance;  and 
the  result  of  the  chemical  action,  will  be  a  sulphate  of  iron. 

B 
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The  same  would  take  place  by  a  modification  of  the  expe* 
riment,  as  follows:  place  a  mixture  of  sulphur  and  iron 
filings  in  the  ground,  as  before,  the  ingredients  being  quite 
dry.  No  action  will  ensue;  but,  by  means  of  a  tube,  or, 
otherwise,  convey  a  sufficient  quantity  of  water  to  the  mix- 
ture, to  moisten  it,  and,  in  a  few  hours,  the  ground  will  be 
agitated,  and  thrown  about,  as  before. 

Here  a  decomposition  of  the  water  is  effected ;  its  oxy- 
gen unites  to  the  sulphur,  forming  sulphuric  acid.  The 
iron  becomes  oxyciized,  and  a  union  of  the  acid  and  oxide 
of  iron,  is  effected ;  heat  being  evolved  at  the  same  time, 
together  with  a  large  quantity  of  hydrogen  gas.  These  ef- 
fects imy.be,  and  have  been  produced  by  a  single  pound  of 
each  article.  Then  let  us  figure  to  ours-jlves,  a  like  chemi- 
cal aciion,  in  a  mass  of  these  ingredients,  equal  perhaps, 
to  many  hundred  tons.  Let  us  suppose  the  combustible 
matter  to  be  confined  at  a  great  distance  below  the  surface 
of  the  earth,  and  in  a  dry  state.  While  in  this  condition, 
it  could  not  possibly  produce  any  bad  effects,  as  it  must  be 
inert.  For,  by  one  of  the  laws  of  chemical  action,  two  com- 
bustible bodies  may  be  in  contact  forever,  without  evincing 
any  change  until  some  third  agent  be  called  into  operation  ; 
which  agent,  in  the  present  case,  is  water.  The  manner 
in  which  water  travels  through  the  earth,  pervading  its  dif- 
ferent stratifications,  is  familiar  to  philosophers:  and  eve- 
ry one  conversant  with  the  subject,  well  knows  how  easily 
a  bed  of  combustible  matter  could  thus  be  effected.  It  is 
no  objection  to  the  present  explanation,  that  the  phenome- 
na of  earthquakes  are,  in  some  situations,  merely  occasion- 
al, and  not  permanent.  For  the  science  of  mineralogy  will 
inform  us,  as  will  the  practical  effects  of  miners,  that  riext 
to  a  stratum  of  pyrites,  might  be  placed  a  stratum  of 
some  other  mineralized  substance,  not,  perhaps,  combus- 
tible— This  is  what  every  man,  from  the  plain  dictates  of 
reason,  would  be  apt  to  conclude.  Port  Folio.

B-lievingthat  some  account  of  George  Baer,  who  lately 
lived  near  Little  York,  Pennsylvania,  will  not  be  uninter- 
esting to  the  readers  of  the  Repository,  I  send  you  the  fol- 
lowing statement  of  facts,  relative  to  that  singular  per- 
sonage. 

Mr.  B.  was  of  German  extraction — -His  father  left  him 
a  valuable  farm  of  five  hundred  acres,  in  the  vicinity  of 
York,  with  some  farming  and  household  articles.  He  kept  a 
tavern  for  a  number  of  years,  married  a  wife,  and  raised  four 
children.  He  accumulated  an  immense  estate,  which  he 
preserved  so  tenaciously,  that  he  never  afforded  a  dollar 
for  the  education  of  his  family.  He  was  never  known  to 
lay  out  one  dolia*  in  cash,  for  any  article  he  might  be  in 
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want  of;  he  would  either  do  without  if,  or  find  some  ptejfc 
son  who  would  barter  with  him  for  something  he  could  not 
•onveniently  sell  for  money.  He  farmed  largely,  and  kept 
a  large  distillery,  which  he  supplied  entirely  with  his  own 
grain — He  kept  a  team  for  the  conveyance  of  his  whiskey 
and  flour  to  Philadelphia,  which,  when  he  could  not  sell  for 
money  at  a  price  to  suit  him,  he  bartered  for  necessaries 
for  his  family  and  tavern.  In  this  way  he  amassed  an  es- 
tate worth  four  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Such  was  his 
attachment  to  money,  that  he  was  never  known  to  lend  or 
credit  a  single  dollar  to  any  man.  Upon  the  best  mortgage, 
or  other  security  that  could  be  given,  he  would  not  lend  a 
cent.  He  never  vested  one  dollar  in  any  of  the  public  funds 
— Neither  would  he  keep  the  notesofany  bank  longer  than 
till  he  could  get  them  changed.  He  deposited  his  specie 
in  a  large  iron  chest,  until  it  would  hold  no  mere.  He  then 
provided  a  strong  iron-hooped  barrel,  which  he  also  filled. 
After  his  death,  his  strong  boxes,  "  from  whose  bourne  no 
traveller  had  e'er  returned,"  yielded  two  hundred  and  thirty 
thousand  dollars,  in  gold  and  silver. 

The  cause  of  his  death  was  as  remarkable  as  the  course 
of  his  life.  A  gentleman  from  Virginia  offered  him  twelve 
dollars  per  bushel  for  one  hundred  and  ten  bushels  of  clo- 
ver seed,  but  he  would  net  give  it  for  less  than#thirteen  dol- 
lars, and  they  did  not  agree.  The  seed  W3S  afterwards 
sent  to  Philadelphia,  where  it  sold  for  seven  dollars  per 
bushel,  and  brought  in  the  whole,  five  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  less  than  the  Virginian  had  offered  for  it — On  re- 
ceiving an  account  of  this  s,ale,  he  walked  through  his  farm, 
went  to  his  distillery,  and  gave  various  directions  to  his 
people.  He  then  went  to  his  wagon-house  and  bagged 
himself.

Summary  of  the  Method  of  Treatment  to  be  used  with  Petr 
sons  afifiarently  dead  from  Drowning,  Ifc. 

The  llesuscitative  Process  recommended  by  the  Humane  Society  j 

Convey  the  person  to  the  nearest  convenient  house, 
with  his  hea'd  raised ;  strip  and  dry  him  as  quick  as  pas- 
sible: clean  the  mouth  and  nostrils  from  froth  and  mud. 
If  a  child,  let  him  be  placed  between  two  persons  naked,  in 
a  hot  bed.  If  an  adult,  lay  him  on  a  hot  blanket  or  bed, 
and,  in  cold  weather,  near  a  lire ;  in  warm  weather,  the  aiy 
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should  be  freely  admitted  into  the  room.  The  body  & 
next  to  be  gently  rubbed  with  warm  woollen  cloths,  sprink- 
led with  spirits,  if  at  hand,  otherwise  dry.  A  heated 
warming-pan  may  be  now  lightly  moved  over  the  back, 
properly  covered  with  a  blanket;  and  the  body,  if  of  a 
child,  is  to  be  gently  shook  every  few  minutes.  Whilst 
these  means  are  using,  let  a  clyster  of  warm  water,  with 
as  much  common  salt  as  it  will  dissolve,  be  thrown  into 
the  bowels.  Bathe  the  breast  with  hot  rum ;  and  persist  in 
the  use  of  these  means  for  several  hours.  If  no  signs  of 
life  should  then  appear,  let  the  body  be  kept  warm  several 
hours  longer  with  hot  bricks,  or  vessels  of  hot  water,  ap- 
plied to  the  palms  of  the  hands  and  soles  of  the  feet;  and 
this  for  a  longer  or  shorter  time,  as  the  circumstances  of 
the  case  may  dictate. 

The  too  customary  method  cf  rolling  on  a  barrel,  sus- 
pending  by  the  feet,  and  every  other  violent  mode  of  agi- 
tation, particularly  in  removing  the  body  from  the  water, 
should  be  most  carefully  avoided. 

To  restore  breathing,  introduce  the  pipe  of  a  bellows 
(when  no  apparatus  is  at  hand)  into  one  of  the  nostrils,  the 
other  and  mouth  being  closed  ;  inflate  the  lungs,  until  the 
breast  is  a  little  raised;  the  mouth  and  nostrils  must  then 
be  let  free. 

Repeat  this  process  until  life  appear. 
_  Electricity  is  recommended  tc  be  early  employed  by  ju- 
dicious practitioners. 

General  Observations. Resuscitation. 

On  the  daivn  or  first  indication  of  returning  life,  the 
prudent  practitioner  will  resign  the  office  of  Art  to  Na- 
ture. It  is  evident  that  Art  has  contributed  her  share,  by 
enabling  Nature  to  struggle  with  the  immediate  cause  of 
oppression.  It  is  in  fact  this  judicious  blending  of  Nature 
with  Art  that  gives  to  the  latter  all  its  efficacy. 
On  signs  of  returning  life. 

A  tea-spoonful  of  warm  wattr  maybe  given;  and  if 
swallowing  be  returned,  warm  wine  or  diluted  brandy. 
The  patients  must  be  laid  in  a  warm  bed,  and  if  disposed 
to  sleep,  they  will  generally  awake  perfectly  restored. 

The  plans  above  recommended  are  to  be  used  three  or 
four  hours  — It  is  an  absurd  and  vulgar  opinion,  to  sup- 
pose persons  irrecoverable,  because  life  does  not  soon 
make  its  appearance.

I  covered  the  side  of  the  face  which 
was  now  so  much  swollen  as  to  close  the  eye,  and  blistered  all 
over  the  skin  also  in  some  parts  broken  by  his  having  washed 
it  in  cold  water,  immediately  after  the  accident  had  taken 
place.  1  did  not  remove  the  cotton  for  ten  days ;  during 
which  time  he  never  complained  of  the  least  pain,  and  when 
removed  I  found  it  perfectly  well,  leaving  no  sort  of  marks 
except  two  or  three  spots  rather  darker  than  the  rest  of  the 
skin,  but  which  has  since  disappeared.  As  a  remedy  so  ef-

A  female  friend  in  Philadelphia  gave  me  the  following 
receipt  for  making  catsup  from  the  tomatoe,  one  of  the 
most  valuable  vegetables  of  the  garden,  though  the  least 
used.  I  mitrht  add  that  the  catsup  made  by  the  lady  allu- 
ded to,  was  the  best  I  think  I  had  ever  tasted. 

Your  friend,  See. 

July,  1812. 

Receipt  for  making  Catsup,  of  Tomatoes, 
Take  a  peck  cf  tomatoes,  mash  them  Well  together, 
and  simmer  them  over  a  slow  fire  in  a  new  earthen  pot 
until  dissolved — strain  this  through  a  sieve  ;  after  strain- 
ing, which  requires  some  pains,  by  mashing  and  forcing 
the  mixture  through  the  sieve  with  the  hand,  then  add  to 
this  liquid  whatever  quantity  it  may  make,  half  an  ounce 
of  cloves  and  half  an  ounce  of  black  pepper  grains,  one 
root  of  garden  garlic,  a  middle  sized  root  of  horse-radish, 
and  a  sufficient  quantity  of  table-salt  to  make  it  palatable, 
boil  all  these  ingredients  together  over  a  gradual  fire  until 
you  reduce  the  first  quantity  to  one  half — then  to  each 
quart  add  a  table  spoonful  of  vinegar,  and  when  cool,  cork 
it  up  in  bottles,  and  in  a  little  time  it  will  be  fit  for  use— it 
should  be  placed  in  a  cool  cellar,  and  the  older  it  grows 
the  better  it  will  be.

jettison's  patent  for  purifying  Spirits. 

The  following'  valuable  receipt  for  purifying-  spirits,  was  commu- 
nicated to  »s  by  a  friend  at  Natchez,  Miss.  Ter. 
Take  four  thicknesses  of  flannel,  and  lay  on  the  bottom 
of  the  tub,  welted  with  the  spirits,  or  whiskey  ;  let  the  flan- 
nel be  cut  exactly  to  the  inside  of  the  tub,,  then  pulverize 
charcoal  fine,  so  as  to  pass  thiough  a  fine  hair  sieve.    Wet 


the  coal  with  whiskey  so  as  to  make  it  stick  together,  then 
spread  it  two  inches  thick  on  the  fiannel,  pressing  it  hard  ; 
cut  a  piece  of  fljnnel  to  fit  the  vessel  above  the  coal,  pour 
your  liquor  on  the  flannel.  Maple  or  sugar  tree  is  best  to 
make  coal  from  ;  4  quarts  of  pulverized  coal  to  the  barrel, 
if  the  liquor  and  coal  be  good,  if  not,  more.  The  tub 
should  be  as  high  as  a  whiskey  barrel  or  tierce— similar  to 
.a  brewers  tub,  having  in  the  bottom  a  number  of  small 
holes,  for  the  liquor  to  pass  through.  After  the  liquor  is 
purifixl,  add  about  one  and  a  half  gallons  of  brandy  to  ten 
of  whiskeys  and  it  will  yield  excellent  brandy. 

Extract  the  essence  of  Juniper  Berries  by  soaking  and 
squeezing  in  purified  whiskey  ;  add  so  much  of  the  essence 
as  to  give  it  the  proper  flavour,  and  you  have  excellent  gin. 

After  the  first  running  of  the  whiskey  through  the  coal, 
pour  on^warm  water — if  a  barrel — five  gallons  of  warm 
water,  and  so  on  in  proportion — The  water  will  take  off 
with  it  what  will  make  either  Vinegar  or  Anr.iseed- water.

It  was  handed  me  by  a  female  friend.

It 
grows  abundantly  in  our  yards  and  in  old  grounds.  lis  taste  is 
nauseous  and  smells  disagreeable.  In  July  it  bears  a  long^bell- 
shaped  white  flower,  tinged  with  purple.  The  extensive  virtues 
of  this  native  American  plant  are  too  little  known.  It  is  rather 
a  subject  of  regret  that  we  are  so  ignorant  of  the  qualities  of  our 
plants.  It  would  seem  that  an  idea  existed  among  those  qualified 
to  instruct  us  in  this  matter;  that  nature  had  been  deficient  in 
bestowing  to  our  plants  an  equal  share  of  virtue  with  those  of  a 
similar  kind  growing  in  foreign  countries  in  similar  soil  and  cli- 
mate. Tilt-re  is  no  doubt  but  a  weighty  prejudice  of  this  kind 
exists,  and  for  the  honour  and  benefit  of  our  country  it  would 
be  well  how  soon  it  couid  be  eradicated.  Some  worthy  men  are 
labouring  hard  to  surmount  it,  among  whom  we  notice  with  much 
pleasure,  Dr.  Butonof  Philadelphia,  Dr.  Mitchel  of  New-York, 
;-nd  some  "Drugg'ists,  whose  industry  can  do  much  in  this  case. 
i\  ifessor  Burton  has  frequently  exhibited  the  datura  stramonium 
s  of  mania  and  epilepsy  with  success.  An  ointment  pre- 
ps u  d  by  simmering  the  fresh  leaves  of  this  plant  in  hogs  lard 
affords  great  relief  in  external  inrlaminations,  and  especially  in  the 
p;li  s,  It  is  alsti  highly  beneficial  in  burns,  and  in  allaying  swellings 
in  a  cow's  udder/  The  leaves  applied  to  the  feet  or  part  affect- 
ed have  been  found  efficacious  in  removing  spasm.  Children 
from  having  swallowed  the  seeds  of  this  plant,  have  been  danger- 
ously affected  with  delirium,  vertigo,  palsy,  &c  The  most  ef- 
fectual antidote  will  be  speedy  emetics,  followed  by  copious 
di     i-  h  >  s  of  olive  or  sweet  oil,  aided  by  »oap  clysters  and  cathartics 
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city  were  now  succeeded  by  the  most  severe  and  afflicting 
attacks  of  the  Spasmodick  Asthma,  which  returned  at  inter- 
vals of  eight  or  ten  days  with  such  cruel  violence  that  all 
the  agreeable  anticipations  of  life  became  in  a  manner  ex- 
tinguished ;  and  during  the  course  of  several  years  I  was 
afraid  to  indulge  in  the  hopes  of  recovery  from  my  com- 
plaint.
